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l. General information on the area 


a. The two islands of tlolin and Uznan are so situated as to form a bir 
rier at the entrance of the Bay of Szezecin (Stettin). The island cf Wolin is 
now under Polish control and the area of Uznam is divided, as the 
Polish-Soviet German boundary passes throuch the area. : 


b, At the close of the war the naval base was equipped to make minor re- 

; pairs and possessed large stores of general rilitary surplies, coastal 
and harbor fortifications, arrmnition, supnlies, and troop facilities. 
At the time of the Gorman capitulation the entire area fell to the Rus- 
sians in an alrost undamaped condition. Innediately wpon occupation 
the Russians plundered and dismantled everything to be sent to Russia. 
In 1947 this policy was halted and the area was gradually turned over 
to the Poles. Now there are tio naval bases in the area, one under Polish 
control and the other under complete Russian authority. Zach base has 
its ow linits, sepsrate command, facilities, ete. 


2. Polish Neval Base ~ Sutroujsete (S:vinemiinde) 


a. The Folish garrison consists of about 400 Polish officers, sailors, and 
civilians, Of this number 240 men have been provided military barracks, 
and 160 officers, "CO's, clerks, and skilled workers have been provided 
private living quarters, Of the parrison group of 240, about 125 con- 
prise the naval guard ecmpany, 45 the Simmal Platoon, and about 70 men 
the various ships! crew, ,

Be Soviet Naval, Base ~ Swinouisese 


a. The Soviet sarrizon here is about 900 men. Permanently stationed 
Floating units include only 4 to 6 gunbuats, 8 to 12 high speed patrol 
boats, 6 tugs, and 6 trawlers for miscellaneous use. Larger unita such 
as destroyers, submarines, and minesweeners make frequent visits but 
only for a short time or for minor repairs. 


bh, The shipyard facilities include a dry dock with a capacity of 500 tons 
and also equipment to ~ake normal repairs on dessroyers, submarines, and 
minssusepers. quipment is algo being used to build up the effactiveness 
of tha AA defense of the area. Currently about 700 Germans are employed 
in the area, among them a number known to be engineers and technicians. 
During May 1949, 3 sutmarines were being renaired here. A former German 
Yeboat was completed in early May 1949. Two allegedly former French U= 
boats are undergoing repair - similar to the Polish U-boat "Sep". These 
subnarines are believed to be the Polish submarines "Rys" and "Zbik" which 
were interned in Sweden during the war but were returned in November 1945 
to the Polish Government. 


c. The Seviets bave recently succeeded in vaising two wrecked vessels in 
tha area with the intention of reconstructing them for service. One of 
these vessels is the German ship Cordillera, 12,055 tons, and ar unidenti- 
fied vessel of about 3,000 tons. These are soon to be removed to Leninerad. 


a, Soviet. fortifications are deseribed ag follows: 

1) About 100 Soviet coastal and AA mins have been Placed in the area, 
They are arparently not wll organized or equipped with modern range 
Cinders, communications system, ete. 


2} About, 60 conerete bunkers contain laree supplies. of anrmnition for 
artillery, also marine mines, and tornadoes, 


3) There is one small airfield with adequate facilities for the approzi- 
- mately 40 fighter planes being kept there. 
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right German Vel ranps are being maintained in serviceable condi- 
tien, Rockets were fired here in cooperation with the German 
specialists during 1946, The present status of these facilities 
and intentions regasding them ara unknown. 
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5) The Russian area*ig almost entirely isolated: therefore the pre 
curement of any additional details is noarly impossible,
